The good sheep 
caused no trouble and walked right 
into the fold, but the one frregular one 
kept the shepherd out all night tn the 
wet when he should have been asleep. 

One of the causes of irregularity tn 
the teeth is the uneven development 
of the jaw bones themselves due to 
the effect of childhood’s fevers and to 
abscesses or too early loss or too long 
retention of temporary teeth.

More than usual resistance to the 
movement of an erupting tooth 
through the bone will cause the tooth 
either to choose the route of least re 
sistance or to give up hope and be- 
come impacted, that ts, not to erupt 
at all 

Whenever the teeth of a child are 
irreguiar that child suffers not only 
from lack of proper mastication and 
appearance and form of the mouth 
and face, but actually from a very 
considerable backward pressure of 
blood from the region of the jaws. 

This causes adenoids and conges- 
tion of the membranes of the nose 
and in a great many Instances nerv- 
ous conditions that interfere with the 
disposition and development of the 
child Irregular teeth should be 
straightened at the first opportunity,

“A vendor came to my home the 
/Other day, asking me to buy some 
|foods which he said he was selling on 
commission for a wholesale house.

We never 
heard of any of the brands before, and 
so we are wondering if they contain 
adulterants. Iam enclosing a list of 
the foods, Could you tell me of any 
‘simple method by which a housewife 
jcan detect adulterants?” 
| So writes a woman who probably 
tried to help in the problem of unem- 
ployment and yet has the health of 
jher family at beart. 

To detect adulterant in ground sof- 
fee shake some of it into cold water. 
Pure coffee usually floats, while the 
average adulterant sinks Chicory 
colors the water a brownish red 

To test your lemon extract to a test

}teaspoonful of the extract. If the 
real lemon is present it will come out 
of solution and will give a turbid ap-

Remove the yarn and 
‘wash in hot water, If it remains 
brightly colored the presence of arti 
ficial dyes is shown. To make the 
test more certain, boil the yarn so 
colored in diluted ammonia for five 
minutes. The artifiicial coloring mat- 
ter will dissolve in ammonia 

If this is colored, add hydrochloric 
acid drop by drop until, the solution 
is acid, as tested by blue litmus paper. 
In this solution now place some fresh 
white yarn and boil, and 
wash in water. If the yarn is color- 
ed the presence of artificlal dyes Is 
proved positively. 

The chemicals, test 
paper and so on required in 
tests can be obtained for a few 
cents at any drug store, An alco 
hol lamp can be used as a source of 
heat if gas ie not available. Further 
test are described in Bulletin No, 100 
of the Bureau of Chemistry, United 
iStates Department of Agriculture, 
|which may be obtained by sending 10 
cents in coin to the Superintendent of 
|Documents, Washington, D.C
